Dear Mike: 

I appreciate your taking the time to write me about the fate of 
captured Soviet soldiers in Afghanistan. Let me assure you that 
this Administration — and the President personally — is very 
concerned about all persons captured in the Afghan conflict — 
most especially about the Red Army defectors to the Mujahidin. 

We have made clear our readiness to cooperate in resettling Soviet 
defectors from Afghanistan who wish to come to the Wost. In fact, 
we have helped about a dozen of them down through the years. As a 
general policy, we believe all caotured individuals must be dealt 
with in strict accordance with well-established procedures and 
practices of international law. 

Once the conflict has ended — and we have every hope that that 
day is drawing nearer — captured individuals must be granted the 
choice to be repatriated or to seek asylum in a third country. 

This policy should apply to all Soviet prisoners of war, regard- 
less of their nationality. -We will seek to ensure these 
principles are adhered to as part of any comprehensive settlement 
of the Afghan War. 

Mike, you will be happy to know that Ludmilla Thorne, to whom you 
refer in your letter, recently joined Senator Gordon Humphrey in a 
visit with the President. She described the defectors' situation 
in detail and made helpful suggestions on ways their plight might 
be alleviated. 

Once again, thank you for your letter.
